INTRODUCTION 


The  courses  outlined  below  are  especially  planntd  for  teachers. 
They  may  be  given  in  any  center  in  the  State  where  a  class  is  or- 
ganized. The  most  practical  way  of  getting  a  class  organized  is 
through  the  Teachers'  Association  or  through  a  committee  of 
teachers  who  are  interested.  Definite  arrangements  can  then  be 
made  with  the  Secretary  of  Extension  Courses  for  time  of  meeting. 
The  time  may  be  any  school  day  immediately  after  school  or  in  the 
evening,  or  it  may  be  on  Saturday  morning.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  Project  Method  of  Teaching  *e83.  Through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  superintendent  and  principals,  this  course  will  undertake 
to  present  the  project  method  by  means  of  demonstration  lessons 
taught  by  local  teachers.  These  lessons  will  serve  as  a  basis  for 
discussion  of  the  principles  of  teaching  underlying  project  work. 
The  course  will  seek  to  perfect  projects  which  are  now  being  used 
and  to  develop  newr  projects  for  specific  grades  and  subjects. 

Credit:  Undergraduate  or  graduate,  30  hours  (2  points). 
Classes  meet  biweekly  for  a  two  hour  period  after  school  or  in  the 
evening.   Fee  $10.00.  Professor  Crow. 

Contemporary  Drama  el47.  Conditions  of  dramatic  presenta- 
tion. The  history,  tendencies  and  methods  of  the  various  groups  of 
contemporary  playwrights  and  producers.  The  reading  and  discus- 
sion of  significant  plays  of  the  representative  dramatists  of  modern 
times,  including  Shaw,  Galsworthy,  Barrie,  Ibsen,  Bjornson,  Maeter- 
linck, Rostand,  Hauptmann,  Sudermann,  Tolestoy,  Tchekhov,  Gorky, 
Sy nge,  Yeats,  Fitch  and  Thomas. 

Credit  2  points.   Time  and  place  to  be  arranged.    Fee  $12.00.

Problems  of  American  Democracy,  lel90.  The  object  of  this 
course  is  to  present  in  organized  form  the  problems  of  American 
democracy  and  citizenship.  The  main  steps  in  the  development  of 
democracy  in  the  United  States  are  traced  revealing  the  rise  of 
problems  and  efforts  made  to  solve  them.  There  are  considered  prob- 
lems of  today  with  an  analysis  of  programs  of  social  reform.  Man 
and  his  needs ;  wealth  and  distribution ;  industry  and  labor ;  educa- 
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tion;  immigration;  standards  of  living;  political  control;  so- 
cialism— these  suggest  topics  considered.  Not  only  does  this  con- 
tent furnish  material  for  the  teaching  of  Democracy  in  the  schools 
but  it  is  designed  to  aid  all  thinking  on  the  subject.  In  addition  to 
content,  the  course  surveys  the  literature  and  methods  of  teaching. 
The  course  may  be  used  toward  special  certificate  credit  in  History. 

Credit  I,  2  points.  Also  Credit  III.  Fee  $12.00.  Time  and 
centers  to  be  arranged .  Professors  Kull  and  Logan . 

Literature  for  the  Grades — Course  B2  el 43.  This  course  is 
concerned  primarily  with  methods  of  teaching  literature  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  and  in  the  junior  high  school.  It  will  include  a 
discussion  of  the  aims  in  teaching  literature,  the  determination  of 
criteria  for  the  selection  of  classics,  and  class  study  of  literary 
types.  Special  emphasis  will  be  laid  on  the  oral  interpretation  of 
literature.  Opportunity  will  be  given  for  the  free  interchange  of 
opinion,  and  the  testing  of  devices  in  teaching  that  have  proved 
their  worth  in  the  practice  of  the  classroom.  Among  the  selections 
which  will  be  studied  are  the  following:  Selected  poems  from  Ten- 
nyson, Wordsworth,  Longfellow,  and  Whittier;  Coleridge's  Ancient 
Mariner ;  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey  in  one  of  the  standard  English 
translations;  Shakespeare's  Julius  Caesar  and  King  Lear. 

Credit  III.  Also  Credit  I,  2  points.   Fee  $12.00. 

Time  and  centers  to  be  arranged.  Professor  Whitman. 

Methods  and  Measurements  in  Education,  3e43.  One  purpose 
of  this  course  is  to  get  acquainted  wth  the  standard  tests  and 
scales  that  have  been  used  in  important  school  surveys — how  they 
are  derivd,  how  they  are  used  in  testing,  how  papers  are  scored, 
and  how  results  are  tabulated  and  interpreted.  Another  purpose 
is  to  plan  and  carry  out  a  local  survey  in  which  special  attention 
wall  be  given  to  individual  differences  and  grade  differences  in  the 
various  subjects  as  they  are  related  to  problems  of  teaching,  super- 
vision and  administration.  For  teachers,  principals  and  super- 
visors. 

Credit:  Undergraduate  or  graduate,  30  hours  (2  points). 
Classes  meet  biweekly  after  school  for  a  two-hour  period.  Equiva- 
lent to  Education  41.   Fee  $10.00.  Professor  Crow. 

Educational  Sociology  e36.  A  study  will  be  made  of  the  social, 
political,  industrial,  recreational  and  health  activities  of  the  com- 
munity with  the  idea  of  adapting  these  activities,  as  projects,  to 
school  aims,  programs  and  course  of  study.   The  aim  is  to  develop 
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new  school  projects  which  will  have  high  educational  value  and,  at 
the  same  time,  will  bring  :  the  the  school  into  closer  touch  with 
social  conditions,  purposes,  plans,  organizations  and  activities. 
This  course  is  planned  to  follow  Education  e83,  though  that  course 
is  not  prerequisite. 

Credit :  Undergraduate  or  graduate,  30  hours  (2  points) . 
Classes  meet  biweekly  after  school  for  a  two-hour  period.  Equiva- 
lent to  Education  36.    Fee  $10.00.  Professor  Crow. 

Field  Work  in  Administration  and  Supervision  e41.  This 
course  is  planned  for  those  who  have  taken  Education  e43  though 
that  work  is  not  prerequisite.  Standard  tests  will  be  used  as  a 
guide  to  better  teaching  and  supervision  in  certain  selected  sub- 
jects. Specific  problems  will  be  studied  under  controlled  conditions. 
Standards  for  course  of  study,  for  teaching  and  for  supervision  will 
be  applied.  'A  survey  of  school  buildings  may  be  undertaken.  The 
relative  emphasis  to  be  given  to  each  phase  of  the  course  will 
be  planned  with  the  superintendent  before  the  work  begins. 

Credit:  Undergraduate  or  graduate,  30  hours  (2  points). 

English  Poetry  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  el45.  A  literary 
study  of  some  of  the  leading  poets  of  the  Romantic  and  Victorian 
Eras,  including  Wordsworth,  Coleridge,  Shelley,  Tennyson,  and 
Browning. 

Credit  I,  2  points.  Professor  Whitman. 

Current  Internationa]  Relations.  The  course  is  designed  for 
those  who  wish  to  follow  the  developmet  of  world  problems,  par- 
ticularly in  their  relation  to  the  United  States.  The  more  import- 
ant current  topics  will  be  treated  in  their  historic  setting.  Sources 
of  information  and  curret  periodical  literature  will  be  criticised. 

Credit  2  points.   Time  and  centers  to  be  arranged. 

Professor  Logan. 

Art  Appreciation.  The  course  will  consist  of  lectures  on  the 
developmen  of  the  major  arts  from  the  earliest  civilizations  down 
thru  the  French  and  Italian  Renaissance  Periods.  Elements  of 
universality  and  beauty  in  specific  works  of  art  in  which  the  classes 
are  interested.   Readings  and  special  topical  assignments. 


Credit  2  points.   Time  and  centers  to  be  arranged.
